general and his wife painted upon them On 
one side of ths desk, hung the picture oi' Law- 
rence Barrett, Gen. dieter's favmite actor, 
and above it one of the Duke Alo\ia.

scarlet-covcreu louuge stood on one bide of 
tlio room, and, scattered here and there, wore 
many iclics of the brave dead. In the parloi 
hung a large bronze medallion head of tho 
geueial, also nu oil painting of himaolf and 
DIB wife takon together on the porch; vei tly 
watching every passer-by lay '-Frisky," Gen. 
Caster's pet Spitz dog.

Learning that tlio ilia 
ease was unknown among the lumberman ot 
Maine, he instituted an inquiry as to diet anil 
habits of the woodohoppera. To IHB sin prisn 
he found that their chief diet was sail porl>. 
and that their principal diink was whisky, 
whereupon he prescribed pork and whisky for- 
hia Boston consumptive patients, not, howevei 
with happy results. The real secret of the 
immunity of the lumberman was that he lived 
in the pine woods and had abundant exercise 
in the open air. Two Paris physicians, MM 
deBore and Besnmetz, have invented a si stem 
of treating consumption which la said tu Lr 
quite successful. It consists in a pi active 
styled superalimentation, which is notonl> 
over-feeding but forced feeding by menus o'l 
pumps and other appliances. It is found tiiat 
patients who cannot retain food in their utoni 
aohsinthe ordinary way are not inconven- 
ienced when literally immense quantities of 
food are introduced into the system by a pump. 
The diet is a composition of minced lean meit, 
which is dried and then pounded into a powdui . 
It 
is 
then 
mixed 
with 
milk or- bou- 


illon, and sometimes raw eggs are added. Tim 
is found to be highly nutritions and easily di 
gsated, and has proved to be as efficacious in 


ysteria and other wasting diseases as in con- 


sumption, for which it was first devised 
Tho 


first dose given is not more than twenty-rlvo 
grammes per meal, but the quantity is gi adn- 
ally and rapidly increased until tlio Hrgo por 
tion of 800 grammes is daily given, which is 
equivalent to about four pounds of lean ine.it 
How large this quantity really is is shown bj 
the fact th&t one pound of meat is quite sum- 
oient for an ordinary working m<m, and two 
litres of milk and several eggs are requited in 
the administration of tho dose. The i oport i« 
that the consumptives, if not too far gonc,liav.! 
rapidly gained m weight undei this prorom, 
their daily average increase having ranged 
from 80 to 100 grammes. The cough is less 
frequent, and the lungs begin to heal under 
this forced feeding, which, it is added, \\ urlis 
as well in dyspepsia as in phthisis, never pro- 
ducing nausea or vomiting, the iood being 
passed down the throat without anj objection 
on the part of even hysterical women

doubt the experiments ol these French phvsi- 
ciaus will soon be tested in this count ly.

A Prolonged Fust Ends iu neath. 
Mrs. Hester A. Fryer, Oo/erville, 


Delaware County, abstained from food 
Jor fifty-two days. Her period of starv- 
ation was ended by her death last Mon- 
day. Yesterday she was buried. For 
iwo years the lady had been an invalid. 
Previous to her illness Mrs. Fryer was a 
large woman, weighing about 250 
pounds, and seemed to have a very 
strong constitution. 
About two years 


ago she began to be troubled with hys- 
"eria, and gradually became so ill that 
.->he was confined to the house. 
She 


wasted away slowly, end finally becanjg 
unable to take any food except milk and 
weak tea, upon which she subsisted for 
'nearly a year. Even this became un- 
pleasant and irritating to her stomach, 
and about two months ago she deter- 
mined to attempt a complete fast, with 
tho idea that by absolute rest her stom- 
ach misrht become more rigorous. Fif- 
ty-six daya ago she commenced her long 
fast, nnd no food of any kind passed hor 
mouth for forty-live days, although she 
occasionally drank water. She said that 
she felt better every day that the fast 
continued, and really appeared to rally 
and pick up in spirit und hopefnlne^ iJ 
not in flesh. She was no more troubled 
with dyspepsia, and although her physi- 
cians protested ug&inst her course, she 
persisted. Her friends and the doctors 
watchod the case with great solicitude, 
and tho latter with great curiosity. One 
Jay, about two weeks ago, she for the 
fir*t time in a year complained that she 
was really hungry, and called for some- 
thing to eat. 
Solid food was at first 


given to her, but this would not stay 
upon her storaaeh, and the old diet of 
tea aud milk was resorted to, but this 
w:is also rejected. In short, it was dis- 
covered that her long; fast had so com- 
pletely worn oat her stomach that it 
could not work, and overy effort to feed 
her tailed. Her husband and friends 
and the doctors were, therefore, com- 
pelled to watch her slowly but suroly 
siarvc to death, without being able to 
help her.

The Tucker Suicide and Funeral. 


The remains of Thomas Tucker, of 


whose BeU-deatrncfion at Litchfield Tues- 
day morning mention was made in these 
columns last evening, were brought to 
the city last night in charge of Martin 
Connolly. The funeral took place from 
the 
family 
residence 
this 
after- 


noon. It appears that Thomas, who was 
the only eon of Mrs. William Tucker, left 
Decatur for Litchfield on Friday last, 
taking with him $35, but before leaving 
he gave his mother about $12. At Litch- 
field he paid some debts he owed and in 
company with a number of young men 
he began drinking. During Monday he 
purchased a second-hand 38-calibre re- 
volver, for which he paid $2.50. At about 
2 o'clock Tuesday morning, while iu a 
Wabash caboose, with a brakemau named 
Glenn, he pulled out the revolver and 
placing the muzzle above his right ear 
he fired the bullet into his head, which 
caused his death in a few moments. Two 
letters had been written by the suicide 
addressed to a sister and a cousin, but 
their contents are unknown. It is be- 
lieved that the act was the result of trou- 
ble Iwtweeu Mrs. Tucker aud her hus- 
band, from whom she had .been separated 
for a number of years. Until recently 
the suicide was an employe of the 
Wabash.

Tho License Question. 


The question of high license ia one 


which is creating considerable discussion 
throughout the state at present, aud is 
attracting more or less attention in DPCB- 
tur, where the license is $500 per year, 
and we have 23 saloons. There are low 
license and high license and uo-license 
people among us, and as tho next city 
election will be hold on Tuesday, April 
10th, six weeks hence, these different ele- 
ments will talk more less on the subject. 
In conversation with a local saloon-keeper 
the other day he remarked to a reporter: 
"I was in favor of a high license until a 
day or two ago, but now I am in favor of 
no license and of giving permission to 
sell liquor to any responsible party." The 
Springfield Journal of yesterday con- 
tained the following: 


Danville, in this state, with a popula- 


tion less than one-half as large as that of 
Bloomington, has thirty-six saloons, while 
Bloomingtou has only thirty-three. 
But 


the saloon license in Bloomington is $600 
a year, while in Danville it is only $400. 
In Springfield we have 1150 saloons with 
a license of $100 each. Does not this in- 
dicate that high license reduces the num- 
ber of saloons and thoroughly militates 
against intemperance? How, then, can 
the people and friends of temperance in 
the legislature—Republicans and Demo- 
crats—vote against a minimum high-li- 
cense measure?
